from over 35 groups Opposing the appoint- 
ment SpOke before the committee. Accord- 
ing to Alan Seid, national president of 
Asian Paciftic American Coalition, USA， 
Some groups didn thave the chance to 
Speak because of tme limitattons， 

Seid testified that Opposition was 
based on Lungren' s voting record. He 
cited Lungren “voted againist the Fair 
Housing Act in 1980, which was to 
prevent discrimination. He Sought to 
eliminate the bilingual ballot through in- 
troducing an amendment to the Voting 
Rights Extension Act.… 

He also questioned Representative 
Lungren's COmpetency to serve 38 State 
treastrer. Seid said that he “had no infor- 
mation that Lungren has Served on any 
Imajor fiscal management committee as a 
CongresSman.” 

SE attorney Don Tamaki, Tepresent- 
ing Californians for Responsible Goverm- 
ment, StressSed that groups Opposed 
Lungren on a broad range of issues.

SAN FRANCISCO - In an 
interview with 已 /到 , Jasper Monti, the 
attorey for Harold Lee, the Chinese 
American accused of killing a black 
teenager, Said that Lee was acting in 
Self-defense when he Shot Leonard 
Prince of Oakland at Aquatic Park on 
Jan.12.，My client was attacked in the 
dark by two men who'hit him in the eye， 
knocked him down and knocked his 
glasses off ”claimed Monti. 

According to Monti, the coroner2?S 
Ieport States that Lee Sustained ablack 
eye and scraped knee, injuries which are 
COnsistent with Lee's claim of being in a 
fght The 27 year-old former security 
guard who lives with his parents and 
other Siblings in one of Chinatown2?s 
Ping Yuen projects has no Frevious 
arrest Tecord. 

Lee and a friend Ellen Wong were 
taking awalk in Aquatic Park on Tuesy 
day night around 11 pm, when accord- 
ing to Monti, they passed twoblack 
men. One of them said“heilo>and 中 
Wong responded by also saying "hello 


She was immediately Sorry She had said 
anything, Monti told 瓦 / 友 .“They 
continued walking and were then 
jumped from behind by the two men. It 
Was an act of violence in progress 
claimed Monti.“After my client had 
been knocked down, he shot at the as- 
Sailants. [One was hit and the other 
fled]. The couple then stood around for 
awhile in Shock before they went to 
look for a telephone. Ellen Wong told 
me She couldn'tbelieve it was Teal,” 
the attorney said. 

An off-duty police inspector 
heard the gunfire and rushed to the 
Scene. He took the couple into custody 
without incident. After questioning， 
Wong, a 25-year-old computer consult- 
antb was released.

| ASsian American Girl Files $1 MIillion Claim

-Against Oakland Schools and Ex-Principal

OAKLAND - The 14-year-old Asian 
erican girl who was allegedly sexually 
jassaulted by junior high school principal 
Dennis Smith last October filed ay$1 
nillionclaim againstSmith and the 
Oakland Unified School District last week. 
Smith had been originally charged with 
oral copulation with a juvenile under the 
age of 16 and vaginal penetration with 3 
foreign object Although the Alameda 
ICounty district attorney s office dropped 
jithat case citing lack of sufficient evidence， 
ithey did subsequentiy flle new charges after 
another alleged victim, a Pilipina Ameri- 

6an came forward in December. (see 已/ 克 
TIE19; 122:17) 

， Attorney Charles Pierpoint said the 14- 
year-old 5irl is still having emotional 
problems from the alleged assault He said 
She was in therapy. The claim, which is the 
first step towards the eventual filing of a_ 
lawsuit names both Smith and the Oakland 
iUnified School District. Pierpoint Said the 
district was named because it is liable for 
Smith's acts Since it had appointed him to a 
Dosition of trust and confidence.” 

During the DA?s office investigation into 


the first charges, Several other young 
women, all happening to be Asian Ameri- 


cans, came forward to allege Similar 
charges against Smith. 

JInvestigators in the case claim that the 
girls' stories were all remarkably similar in 
that they were having personal problems 


and had sought out Smith s help and 


Supportrwhen the alleged assaults tookK 
place. Many of the victims thought that 
they had been the only ones receiving the 
principal s Special attention and were 
initially Telunctant to talk about the sexual 
inclidents. 

E/ 友 has also discovered that the 14-yT- 
old student's Siblings who remain imn 
Oakland Public schools, have been harras- 
sed by other students who dispute their 
Sisters Original charges. 


DELAYED REPORTING 

The sexual assaujtallegedly took place 
on Thur., Oct 1 lastyear, but it was not 
Teported to Oakland police by:school 
district police until the following Wednes- 
day. Sources close to the investigation 
have told 已 / 丈 thatif district police had 
turned the case over to the Oakland police 
Soonerithe initial investigation would have 


“been “cleaner.”The source also Said that 


Some of the district police who questioned 


the alleged victim were SUpporters of 
SImith. 

The preliminary hearing in the case 
involving the Pilipina American ex-Sstudent 
began last Friday. The alleged victim 
described how Smith sexually assaulted her 
Of two Separate 0ccasions in 1986 when 
She was 16. She told the court that after he 
had assaulted her he whispered in her ear 
“this is only a dreamu it's nothappening,” 
After the hearing, Lincolin Mintz, Smith s 
attorney called the young woman “con- 
fused and vindictive.” 

On Monday, Judge Jeffery Horner 
ordered Smith to stand trial on charges that 
he sexually assaulted the then Student in 
1986. Smith has been ordered to appear in 
Alameda Superior Court on Feb. 2 for 
arraignment. 9maith, 42, who is also 
appealing his termination by the Oakland 
School District, remains free on his own 
Tecognlzance，

Upon completion of acceptable 
Work, they will be designated fellows of the 
institute. 
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EBALDC Begins Rehab 


Work at Madrone Hotel 


OAKLAND - Rehabilitation work begaE 
this weekby tfie East Bay Asian Local 
Development Corporation (EBALDC) at 
the Madrone Hotel. The hotel has been 
vacant for nine years and was originally 
closed for building and health code 
violations. 

Tbe Madrone is being renovated to 
house low income tenants at $185 per 
month and will have 32 rooms Over 2.500 
Square feet of ground level store front . 

The California Housing and Commanity 
Development Department the City of 
Oakland and the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development are 
providing deferred payment loans for this 
$1.9 million project Citicorp Savings 
provided a $25,000 grant. 

EBALDC raised $7,000 from a commi- 
nity fundraiser for the downapayment and 
purchase option. Seller financing Over 3 te 
year period was negotiated when EBALDA 
Purchased the property in mid-1986. 

The Madrone is at 8th 9treet near 
Broadway, in the historic district called Oid 
Chinatown, an area rapidly appreciating 
due to the renovation and development ( 
old Victorians into a retail and offige 
complex called Victorian Row. 

Ta mark the rehab, EBALDC is holdins 
a celepration open to the public Feb. 9 at 
11:30 am, where the building will be 
COVvered or “veiled”as a Symbolic gesture 

SaidEBALDC housing Specialist Tom 
Lauderbach， “We will be covering an 
eyesore on 8th Street 一 fetum in the 
Summer for the unveiling, with the 
transformation of a deteriorated building 
into aliving space that is affordable for 
Very ljow income people.”

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人 A New Statewide Role 
for Asian 人 Americans

When California Gov. George 
Deukmejian nominated Dan Lungren to be 
the next State treasurer; there was barely a 
ripple in the political community. 

That was about two months ago. 
Today, there's a virtual 1Sunamai (Edal 
Wave). The epicenter of the protests against 
Lungren's nomination is the Asian Ameri- 
can community. 且 

You might recall a columnI wrote 
last summer about Asian Americans and 
politics. Among other points; Tsaid that 
Asian Americans had madec some progress 
nm the American political arena, buta lot 
more ncedced to be donc. 

JIn the Lungrcn casc, we Scc 站 
being done. 

Dan Lungren is a Republican 
congresSsman from Long Beach. To fill the 
vacancy created by the death of Jesse 
Unruh, a powerful Democrat Republican 
Deukmejian wants Lungren to be the next 
State treastrer. 

On the surface, the state 
treasurer s office may seem to be 3 
inn0cuous post. The treasurer is the state'”S 
chief financial officer with authority to 
1SSue bonds and to Sign important 人 financial 
documents. But in political terms, anyone 
Siltting in the treasurer"s office can have 
区 cat visibility. In Short, it can be a launch- 
ing pad :or the highest statewide office - - 
goOvermOr- 

Deukmejian s nomination of 
Lungren conforms to conventional political 
wisdom. A Republican wants another 
Republican in his administration. FTm sure 3 
Democratic govermor would have nomi- 
natcd a Democrat for the post. So 
Deukmejian s nomination Shouldn'thave 
bcen a giant SUrprise from a textbook 
political perspectuve. 

ButLungren's nomination had 
Spccial resonance for Some Asian American 
political activists. 

That's because Langren played a 
prominent - and negative - role in the 
Japancse American community”s fight to 
win repardtions from the United States gov- 
cmmcnt for the World War II intermnment 
camp cxpcriences， 

Lungren was amember of the 
fedcral govcrnment commission that 


traveled across the country to hcar tcst- 
mony On the proposal to grant rcparations 
to Japancse Americans for he World War 
JI internmcnt Lungrcn was vicwed as a 
ncgative force on the commission by those 
Supporting rcparauons and he ullimatcly 
voltcd in thc House of Reprcscntativcs 
against thc bill that granted rcparations. 
(CILhe rcparations blll is currenuy bcfore the 
Us Scnatc. Prcsident Recagan is rcportedly 
coolLto the bill.) 

Ohcr Asian Amcrican political 
ObSCrvers kncwLungrcn's negatlivc vong 
Iccord on bllingual vouns rights iSSucSs. 

Thus, whcn his namc poppcd up 
as the possible ncxl stalc trcasurer ASian 
Amcrican polilical acuvists - familiar with 
his rcparations and general civil rights poSi- 
tions - decided to check on his voting 
record in genceral. 

What they found, according to 
them,， was a COnScrvative cxtremist 3 
person Outside the mainstrcam of conserva- 
tve Republican politics. He had votcd 
againstanumberofcivil rights, environ- 
mcntal and other progrcSSiVe SOCial 1SSucs. 
This alarmed them, especially when it 
appcarcd that the nominauon could Sail 
through. Remember Deukmceiian nomi- 
naled Lungrecn shorly before the winter 
holiday scason. Remenmber alsothat 
Lungren's Statewidec prolle was duite low: 

Thesc ASlian American Political 
aclivists Started Spreading the word among 
other political groups In thc State, and as of 
this writing, Lungren's ascension to the 
Statc Lrcasurcr s Officc ino longcr a Sure 
thing. 

Hearings on Lhc nominauon in 由 he 
Statc asSScmbly wecrc hcld last wecck. The . 
State Senate 1S slatcd to hold its hecarings the 
frst wcck of Fecbruary. The governor, the 
Decmocratic opposilion and thc State 
allorncy gencral are arguing lcgal fincries 
about whcther both houses of the state 
legislature need to confirm Lungren, Or 
whether confirmation of onc housc is 
enough. 

Some who supporL Lurgren Say he 
Shouldn tbe judged on any critcria other 
than his qualifications to fulfil the dutics of 
the office of treasurer, Any discussion of 
his gcneral political philosophy or his 
Overall Congressional voting record is 


irrelevant they Say. 

Ifind that argument specious 
because any nomination for a statewide 
office is inherently political, in the same 
manner for instance, that any presidential 
nomination to the US Supreme Court is 
Political. To be sure, one hopcs that any 
candidate is qualified to dispense with 
Specific duties of office, but political reality 
tells us that a candidatc"s political philoso- 
phy and loyalty to party goals arc cqually， 
直 not morc, important. 

Regardless of the outcome， 
however this battle is being vicwed by 


Some Asian American political observers as 


ahigh water mark forAsian American 
political activity in California. 

That's because Asian Americans 
catalyzed the growing Opposition to 
Lungrcn, That"s bccausc Asian Americans 
took the lcad in a Statewide political issuc. 

3omc may dispute the charactcri- : 
Zation that he Lungrcn nomination 
Iceprcscents an Asian Amecrican political 
breakthrough, partucularly whcn compared 
with the thus-far Successful campaign to 
gain rcparations for Japancse American 
World War JI intcrnces. 

But as onc political observer told 
me, the Japancsc Amecrican reparations 
1SSuc was a narrowly scopcd matter 
affccting onc particular Asian cthnic group. 
The Lungrcn issuc is much broader and 
while touching upon a Asian COncerns 
(rcparations, bilingualismy, its cssence is 
really convenlional hardball politics: 

The Lungrcn nominatlion has 
brought out some intcrcsting mancuvecrs 
within the Asian Amcrican political 
communilty. Somec Republican Asian 
Americans SupporLLungrcn. The Japancsc 
Amcerican Cilizens Lecaguc?s board Of 
directors decided to remain ncutral, a Sur- 
prising poSition in light of Lungrcn'?s 
Opposition to reparations. Congressman 
Norman Mincta, a San Jose Democrat has 
also remaincd neutral becausc, SOurces tell 
me, he forcSces a Reagan veto of thc 
rcparations bill if he, Mineta, opposcs the 
Lungrcn nomination. But rceprcscntatives of 
the Nauonal Coalition for Redress and 
Reparalions, another group that fousht for 
the rcparations bill, tcstificd last wecck 
againstLungrcn， 

This kind ofpolitical dissension or 
fence-sitting is to be expccted in the world 
of politics. There's no denying, howevcr， 
the fact that a group of Asian American 
political activists in California - among 
them, Donald Tamaki, a San Francisco 
attorney; Henry Decr cxecutive director of 
Chinese for Affirmative Action; and Hoyt 
Zia, a San Francisco atlorncy - lcd thc 
campaign to broadcn the opposition against 
Lungren. 

And, as far as anyone can recall， 
this is a first for Asian Amecrican political 
activists - to be leaders in a Significant 
Statewidc political battle. 

From here on it will be difficult 
forthe California political community to 
ignore thc potential and the skills of Asian 
American political activists on issues both

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ASians Seek the Perfect Mates 
yyVith Asian-Focused Dating Agencies 


By HELEN CHANG 


Forget the old-fashioned go betweens Or 
the tum-of-the-century picture-brides. 
Asians im America are paying big bucks for 
dating agencies and video services in the 
effort to meet the perfect mate. 

While some do succeed in finding the 
right mates through these modern day go- 
betweens, others find that“great expecta- 
tons ”are Still a great disappointment. 

One can find many types of dating 
agencies in the yellow pages. Some are for 
Specific groups 一 gay men, Jews， “Sports 
partners，for instance 一 others are more 
general. 

Some, with 976 prefixes have a more 
dubious nature. Tele-Promo, for instance， 
Showsapicture of aseductive blonde 
woman with the words below: ' 直 et me 
Share my fantasies with you”signed 
“Cheryl” in curly-Q type. 

The Asian Yellow Pages, however list 
only two Such dating agencies. A call to the 
first “Datique,”reached a number that is 
“no longer in Service. 

Acall to the other，“EFoto Date,” 
Teaches a recorded message that asSks “Are 
you aselective Single.….? Are you tired ef 
the bar scene2 ”and asks you to leave your 
name and number. 

Perhaps because of the uncertain 
nature of dating services, agencies in the 
Chinatown community include more than 
just video or telephone exchanges. They 
include other services as well. 

Kum Sun Chinese Dating Service in 
an Francisco, formed less than a year 3ag0， 
Specializes in matching up members of 


theAsian community. It's services 
include registered members who attend 
monthly dances and activities, introduc- 
tions by mail and Single-to-single intro- 
ductions. 

The former two services each cost 
$20 per year, while the latter, requiring 
more processing and arrangement time， 
CosSts $99 for a year. 

Wu Feng-Yi, co-founder of Kum 
Sun Dating Service, Says that the need 
arises for such a Service for many 
Chinese who are busy working or 
studying. 

Jingle and 35 herself, she says that 
belief in the traditional Chinese culture 
also adds to difficulties in finding a mate， 
particularly for women over 25 who are 
considered too old for marriage. 

The 20 or so members who have So 
far joined the club, says Wu, range in 
age from 28 to 8$, and come from San 
Francisco, Seattle, Los Angeles and Hong 
Kong. They are currently setting up an 
office in Hong Kong to facilitate amail 
introductory service there. 

Many who use the single-to-single 
introductory service, Says Wu, are alittle 
more Shy and discrete.“They don'tenjoy 
going to dances Or Social functions， 
where there are alot of people.

finally won a 40-year fight to erase their 
dishonable discharges. 

The material js incredibly thought- 
provoking, butIhad to re-edit the docu-

Ding just doesn't have enough confidence 
in the richness of the interviews She has 
gathered. There needs to be more quiet 
moments dominated by close-ups of the 
person being interviewed, more confidence 
in the words being SDoken. 

Ding's organization is too Complex for 
the film's owna g00d.There's too much 
artifice, qulick cuttng and footage she 
doubtless unearthed herself from some 
dusty bin.

They Just 
plop up discordantly, with unpredictability.
